A provincial general election is always an 
important event, and there has never been an 
election in this province so vitally important as 
the one now pending. The Aberhart movement 
alone, supporting a scheme to radically chenge

The time to make sure about Mr. Aberhart’'s 
plan is before it is attempted; afterward would 
be too late. At present nobody is sure about it 
except Mr. Aberhart. Perhaps he is right and 
everybody else either wrong or too dull to 
understand, the doubting Major Douglas includ- 
ed. But that is a pretty large assumption on 
which to stake the credit of the province and its 
residents, the whole structure of business, and 
to a vast and indefinable extent the property, 
Standing and liberties of the individual! citizen. 

It is time for Albertans to do some sober 
thinking about the kind of a legislature they 
are going to elect a month hence, and the 
calibre, responsibility and ideas of the men they 
are going to choose to represent them in that 
body.

At a cost of well onto $10,000, Major Douglas 
gave us an “interim report” of 5,000 words. Few 
people can understand it. Put into plain Eng- 
lish it doesn’t tell us a thing we didn't know 
before. 

Even such a well-edited paper as the Mani- 
toba Free Press was deceived by the use of the 
Major's term “foreign exchange” when he re- 
fers to Dominion currency.

What would happen if a party came into 
office in Alberta pledged to redistribute all in- 
comes by heavy sales-taxes, to impose taxes on 
imports, abolish the banks, start a provincial 
post office system and issue provincial auxiliary 
currency in defiance of the Canadian constitu- 
tion? 

There would be an instant rush to cash pro- 
vincial savings certificates. There would be a 
stoppage of government bank credit. The Civil 
Service would be paid in “basic dividend” 
money on a temporary “credit house” started in 
the Parliament Buildings. 1 know @ barber who 
might cut hair and shave Civil servants in re- 
turn for basic dividend money, but 1 doubt if 
any grocer will give groceries on it, because 
the wholesalers and the banks wouldn't take it.

With a 75 per cent increase in commodity 
prices to raise the money to honor the divi- 
dends, building would stop and many loca! in- 
dustries be forced to cease. A deadlock weuld 
ensue. If order survived until the Legislature 
could meet and pass the taxation scheme, what 
Dominion money remained in circulation in Al- 
berta, would have a reduced purchasing power,

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs: Melba 
toast; Ripe figs and cream. Lunch: McCoy salad 
(lettuce, tomatoes and cucumbers). Dinner: 
Broiled chicken; Fresh green peas; Celery salad; 
Stewed prunes. 

MONDAY — Breakfast: 
Baked stuffed apple; with 
cream if desired. Lunch: All 
desired of one kind of fresh 
acid fruit, such as peaches, 
pears, apricots or cherries. 
Dinner: Salisbury steak; 
String beans; Combination 
salad of celety and carrots; 
Apricot whip. 


TUESDAY — Breakfast: 
Dr. F. McCoy poached eggs; Crisp waffle; 
Stewed raisins. Lunch: Sweet corn; Okra; 


Shredded lettuce. Dinner: Leg of mutton; Spin- 
ach; Cooked celery; Salad of grated raw car- 
rots; Ice cream. 


WEDNESDAY —, Breakfast: Wholewheat 
muffins; Sweet butter; Crisp bacon; Stewed 
prunes. Dinner: Broiled steak; Beets; Cooked 
greens; Salad of chopped raw cabbage; Jello or 
Jell-Well with cream. 

THURSDAY — Breakfast: 
Melba toast; Applesauce. Lunch; Cantaloupe 
as desired. Dinner: Cottage cheese: Cooked 
spinach; *Baked egg plant; Stuffed celery; Car- 
rot pudding. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Crisp bacon; Waffle 
brwoned through, with small amount of maple 
syrup; Baked apple. Lunch: Fruit as desired; 
Glass of sweet milk. Dinner: Broiled sea bass; 
String beans; Salad of sliced ‘tomatoes on 
lettuce; Plain Jello or Jell-Well (no cream). 

SATURDAY-—Breakfast: French omelette; 
Re-toasted shredded wheat biscuit; Stewed figs. 
Lunch: Pint of buttermilk; 10 or 12 dates. Din- 
ner: Broiled mutton chops; Baked egg plant; 
Green peas; Salad of head lettuce; Stewed apri- 
cots. 

*Baked Egg Plant: Cut off small end of egg 
plant. Scoop out entire centre of shell and place 
shell in cold water. Put this scooped out portion 
in just enough water to keep from burning and 
cook until tender, or about twenty minutes, 
mash, and mix with minced olives and one 
well-beaten egg. Drain egg plant shell, fill with 
the mixture and bake in a moderate oven for 
about half an hour. Serve with butter 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Jan K. writes: “I surely 
do enjoy your articles. Will you be kind enough 
to tell me which vegetables are non-starchy?” 


Coddied eggs; 


ANSWER: Practically all vegetables are 
nen-starehy except potatoes, and hubbard 
squash. Here is a list of those I consider the 


best to use: celery, spinach, small string beans, 
asparagus, summer squash, cucumber, eggplant, 
beet tops, turnip tops, small beets, small car- 
rots, small turnips, pumpkin, lettuce, okra, 
chayotes, oyster plant, mallow, kale, zucchini, 
parsley, endive, ailigator pear and ripe olives. 
Tomatoes might be added to this list, since they 
are commonly put in the vegetable class, al- 
though they are correctly classified when con- 
sidered as an acid fruit. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Harrison G. writes: “I 
have been told that raw peanut butter is more 
easily digested than when roasted, and when 
roasted, the oi] develops irritating qualities just 
as frying food does. Is it possible to strike the 
oil from nuts by an easy, simple method?” 

ANSWER; Peanuts contain a large amount 
of starch, which in the raw state is very hard 
to digest. When roasted, this starch undergoes 
dextrinization, making it more readily soluble 
by the digestive juices. Peanuts, when proper- 
ly roasted, are more easily digested than when 
raw. Of course, care should be taken not to 
roast them too quickly or at too great a tem- 
perature or the oil may be made more indigest- 
ible, Oil from nuts may be extracted by means 
of a press.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


Qn this date in 1632, the chol- 
era at Montreal took a_ distin- 
guished victim in Dr. Daniel 
Tracey, physician, editor and pa- 
triot. He was the chief rival of 
Thomas D'Arcy McGee, the two 
having many battles both on the 
platform and in the press. It was 
not until 24 years after the doc- 
tor’s death that his memory was 
permanently recalled to the world 
by the erection of a monument 
over his grave in Cote des Neiges 
cemetery, the inscription of 
which reads as follows: 

Here repose the remains 
of the late 
Daniel Tracey, M.D., 

Who died of cholera July 19, 1832. 
He was a native of Roserea, 
County Tipperary, 
Ireland. 

His career in Canada was 
distinguished 
by devotion to the liberties 
of the country, 
which he ably and fearlessly 
advocated in 
The Vindicator newspaper,

established by him 
in 1828, and of which Journal ne 
continued editor to the time of 
his death. 

By order of the Legislative 
Council, he was imprisoned for 
ten days in Quebec for alleged 
disrespect to that body contained 

in an editorial article. 

On his liberation, he was 
received in triumph by the people 
of Montreal on the 5th March, 
And they further testified their 
gratitude by electing him 
member of Parliament for the 
West ward of the city the 2lst 
May following. 

As a public journalist and devoted 
patriot, his memory will ever be 
venerated by his fellow citizens, 
three of whom sealed with their 
blood on the eve of his election 
the trust imposed in his integrity 
This monument was erected to 
Dr. Tracey, A.D. 1866, by his 
brother, John Tracey, of Albany, 
N.Y.. to replace one erected in 
1832 by his friends, Sir Louis H. 
Lafontaine, Doctor Vallee and 
Ovid Perrault.

Reports tell also that fugitive 
money from United Siates and 
elsewhere is trying to seek a re- 
fuge in Holland and Switzerland 


Those who consider themselves | 


rich in bonds and other forms of 
debt claims forget Henry Ford's 
repeated statement that debt 
cla ms are not wealth, that money 
is not liquid. 

“Money,” says Henry Ford, “is 
one part of the bookkeeping sys- 
tem of society. It may represent 
wealth, but it is not wealth in 
itself. Take the Ford Company, 
what docs its wealth consist of—~ 
money? It is made of plants, ma- 
chinery. etc., ete.” 

Hew could Henry Ford shift his 
factories to other lands? How 
could Ford or others move any 
appreciab’e quantity of bonds or 
debt claims to Jersey Isle, or any 
other island, and from there col- 
lect a toll from Canadians? 

If Henry Ford cannot keep 
himself liquid except by keeping 
his plants and employees work- 
ing, what chance have other 
bondholders to play “safe? 

There is 400 bilicn dollars’ 
worth of bonds and various debt 
claims issued by the governments 
and factories and railways of this 
cont nent. It is ridiculous to eyen 
think of them ever being paid at 
face value; just as ridiculous as it 
was to ever think that the billions 
of German reparations, finally 


wiped off for ONE DOLLAR, 
could or ever would be paid. 

There is just as much sense in 
now regarding as wealth Can- 
ada’s nine billion dollars of Dom- 
inion, Provincial and City bonds 
as it was in 1912 to regard as 
wealth the “real estate” of Port 
Mann, Coquitlam and Squamish. 

The fact is, if present bonds and 
interest rates are not amicably 
and quickly whittled down to an 
amount that can be paid, in a very 
few years Canadians will regard 
our bonds as worthless as Van- 
couver people now regard Port 
Mann real estate. 

The key to wealth is maximum 
wages paid to workers for maxi- 
mum production, and in his ouput 
the worker must be given and use 
the latest machinery. 

Once a wealth of products is 
turned out, they must be dis- 
tributed to pzople who can cone 
sume them. 


The restrictive ideas of hours 
and output of William Green and 
the share-the-wealth plea of 
Roosevelt and Huey Long are 
vastly different from Henry 
Ford's insistence that money is 
not wealth; that wealth is not 
liquid, and that big production of 
foods and clothes and goods is the 
thing that lifts living standards. 

Ford be ieves that those who 
hug the'r bonds and debt claims 
instead of reducing or adjusting 
them, or those who try to hide 
their wealth in other countries, 
are fooling themselves, because 
wealth is only fluid when in use. 

Money is not a property or 
fixity; money is a function; its 
use determines its fluidity.--Van-

Death Duties And Probate Duties 
Could Be Made An Investment 


By R. TY. ELLIOTT, KC. 


Many people who have but slight fear of physical death, are 
acutely afraid to die because of fear that the demands of govern- 
ment by way of death taxes will wreck the estate. The owner of 
real estate pays taxes all his life; takes all the risks of losses; and 
should he be successful and amass a fortune, knows that upon his 
death there will be a staggering tax levied upon his estate. The 
result is that people are afraid of fixed assets. This is an un- 
healthy attitude of mind from the standpoint of national develop- 
ment. 


The remedy would seem to be the introduction of an invest- 
ment feature into death tax collection, so that an individual can 
insure his estate against wreckage. 


The provincial government could by law provide that a man 
not over 40 years of age may buy death duty insurance on the ten 
payment plan for fifty dollars per thousand per year, so that after 
ten payments one thousand dollars will be paid up; death at any 
time during the ten years, of course, making the face value of 
the policy payable. 


Proportionately higher rates could be charged for ages 40 to 
50; 50 to 60; and 60 to 70. Ordinary health examination require- 
ments could be attached at time of issue of policy. 


The taxpayer would then have an investment interest; he could 
make such provision as he deems necessary to protect his estate 
and his family. A man desiring to create a one hundred thousand 
dollar protection fund would make ten payments at the rate 
appropriate to his age at the time of insuring, and would have 
protection during lifetime, and security for the safety of his family 
after death. He could not blame the government for any condi- 
tion which arose by reason of his neglect to insure. 


There would be especial benefit in the case of estates consist- 
ing largely of real estate, now becoming a thing of the past owing 
to fear of death duties. Fixed assets require time for advantageous 
sale, and death duty demands may require property sacrifices 
Anything which frightens big investors is very bad for real] estate 
values. 


An investment feature taking fear of the government out of 
the estate picture, would be a great public utility; and these sug- 
gestions are made as a starting-point for some one to commence 
from and make more mature and more detailed suggestions. It is 
easier to chase the big investor away than to coax him back.

Establishment by the Canadian | 
Wheat Board of a minimum wheat 
price of 80 cents a bushel for the 
coming crop season, was urged on 
Premier R. B. Bennett in a_ wire 
forwarded by Premier R. G. Reid 
on Friday 

In his wire Premier Reid declares 
that “the government of Alberta) 
wishes to reaffirm the opinion pre- 
viously expressed that the well- 
being not only of the people of this 
province but of the whole of Can- 
ada depends to a great extent on 
the prosperity of the agricultural | 
industry. We are appreciative of | 
steps that have been taken by your 
government to stabilize the wheat 
market in the past. It is generally 
accepted that the benefits and bur- 
dens accruing from tariffs do not 
fall equally upon all the provirices. 

“And in this connection Alberta 
makes a_ substantial annual con- 
tribution. We submit this entitles 
us to special consideration in times 
of financial difficulty. Haying 
these facts in mind we believe it is 
reasonable to urge that a minimum 
price for wheat of at least 80 cents 
per bushel be established for the 
approaching crop season through) 
the proposed wheat board.” 

Commenting on this Premier Reid 
declared that a minimum of 60 
cents was reasonable. Eastern Can- 
6éda had been under the impression 
that it had been footing the bill for 
grain stabilization, but he wanted) 
to get the idea across that the way 
the tariff operated it discriminated 
against this province

to day needs.”

TORONTO, July 19.—Reason for 
the wide interest in the tariff com- 
mission's scheduled enquiry into 
details of motor car manufacture 
is not difficult to explain, accord- 
ing to H. J, Aughe, president of 
the Canadian Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce 


The fact of the matter is that 
| instead of being confined to a few 
large plants at Oshawa and the 
border cities, the Canadian car- 
building industry is really a wide- 
spread affair reaching into every 
province in the Dominion. As one 
| Official phrased it, in order to wit- 
{ness all the manufacturing opera- 
| tions that enter into the production 
| of a Canadian automobile, it would 

be necessary to visit literally hun-

When I advocated husbands tel!- 
ing their wives about their busi- 
ness affairs and discussing their 
hopes and plans with them; 1 had

|A KNOTTY PROBLEM 


Within the next few months the 
government here will combine the 
present provinces of Bihar and 
Orissa for purposes of administra- 
tion. This is what caused Lacey to 
start scratching his head. 
more than half the girls of 15 are 
widows! In Orissa, the adjoining 
province, practically nobody is 
married by that age. 

Lacey has been trying to find out 
the reasons and admits himself 
stumped. Says he in his report: 

“One might expect that in Orissa, 
where the population is almost ex- 
clusively Hindoo and where 
Hindooism is more orthodox than 
in any other part of the province, 
early marriage would be _ partic- 
ularly prevalent. But the facts are 
exactly the reverse. Even after the 
age of puberty the proportion of 
unmarried women (317 per 1.000) 
is more than twice as high as it is 
in the rest of the province, But 


in the advanced age periods, among | 


persons aged 60 and over, a spin- 
ster in Orissa is just as difficult 
to find as she is 
elderly bachelors are much more 
uncommon there then anywhere 
else. 


RELIGION NO STANDARD 

“If one were guided by religion, 
one would certainly expect to find 
that the proportion of girl-wives 
and boy-husbands was far lower 
among Moslem population as a 
whole than among the Hindoo pop- 
ulation; but even this expectation 
is falsifd. Among Hindoos, 51 
girls in every 1,000 below the age 
of five are either married or 
widowed; among Moslems the cor- 
responding number is 80. 

“Between the ages of five and 10 
the proportion of Hindoo wives or 
widows is 290 per 1,000, while the 
Moslem proportion is 342. At first 
sight, therefore you are asked 
believe that infant marriage ip 
practised more commonly by Mose 
lems than Hindoos, but in actual 
fact it is not necessary to impose s0 
great a strain on your credulity. 

“The reason why there are rel- 
atively more married infants in the 
Moslem population than in Hindoo 
population is that great majority 
of Moslems are to be found in local- 
ities where the custom of early 
marriage is more or less universal.’ 

Lacey points out that only one 


child wives or child widows dur- 
ing the ten years.

For 
instance, “In 1921 only nine boys 
out of every 1,000 under the age of 
10 were married.
